Missouri Crop Progress and Condition 11/23/20 
 

Temperatures last week averaged 48.9 degrees, 5.3 degrees 
above normal. Precipitation averaged 0.92 inches statewide, 0.01 
inches above average. There were 5.4 days suitable for fieldwork 
for the week ending November 22, 2020. Topsoil moisture sup-
ply was rated 6 percent very short, 23 percent short, 68 percent 
adequate, and 3 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supply was 
rated 6 percent very short, 30 percent short, 63 percent adequate, 
and 1 percent surplus. Soybean harvest was 94 percent complete, 
compared to the 5-year average of 91 percent. Cotton harvest 
was 91 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average of 95 
percent. Winter wheat planted progressed to 91 percent, com-
pared to the 5-year average of 92 percent. Winter wheat emerged 
was 81 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 78 percent. 
Winter wheat condition was rated 1 percent very poor, 8 percent 
poor, 40 percent fair, 46 percent good, and 5 percent excellent.

Missouri Weekly Cattle Auction Summary 11/27/20 
Compared to last week, feeder steers and heifers sold mostly steady, alt-

hough steers over 700 lbs. sold firm to 2.00 higher. A much different type 
of offering this week with many auctions closed and several having light 
runs. That being said a few barns held specials making a moderate to 

heavy supply of cattle overall. Green City Livestock Market held one of 
two special sales early this week with many load lots of northern type 
yearlings. Unionville Livestock Market also held a special with several full 

loads of high quality yearlings, and Joplin Regional Stockyards had nearly 
11K hand for a yearling special on Monday with near 100 full pot loads 
being sold. Last Friday’s cattle on feed report was even more bullish than 

expected; on feed numbers were at 101 percent, placements at 89 percent, 
and marketings at 100 percent. Feed lot sales as of the last report early 
afternoon on Wednesday showed just under 50k head of negotiated sales 

so far this week. Live sales mostly steady to 1.00 higher at 110.00-111.00 
and dressed sales mostly 2.00 higher at 174.00. Boxed beef cutouts contin-
ue to climb choice closed on Wednesday at 245.06, up 6.71 and select at 

220.90, up 5.92 compared to last Friday. Wednesday’s Missouri Stocker 
Formula consists of 6,383 head with a weighted average weight of 560.79 
lbs. and a price value of 149.70, 0.62 lower than last Friday. Supply in-

cluded: 82% Feeder Cattle (64% Steers, 34% Heifers, 2% Bulls); 9% 
Slaughter Cattle (3% Steers, 1% Dairy Steers, 2% Heifers, 84% Cows, 
11% Bulls); 9% Replacement Cattle (18% Stock Cows, 57% Bred Cows, 

5% Bred Heifers, 17% Cow-Calf Pairs, 0% Heifer Pairs, 2% Bulls). Feed-
er cattle supply over 600 lbs was 71%.
